SAFETY AND SECURITY 

The Department of Safety and Security 
is primarily responsible for the pro- 
tection of lives and property on campus 
through the enforcement of applicable 
Federal and D.C. laws and College regu- 
lations and policies. 

The Department is directed by the chief 
of Safety and Security with the assistance 
of a 21 person staff, all of whom are 
commissioned as special police officers 
by the D.C. Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment, 

Uniforms and equipment are designed to 
project a low police profile. The campus 
is scanned by six closed circuit tele- _ 
vision cameras and all personnel carry 
two-way radios. | 

In addition to law enforcement, person- 
nel are alert to unsafe conditions; 
defective systems, water and electricity, 
for example; fires; unauthorized persons 
on campus and building security. They 
provide many services to the campus 
community -- locking and unlocking doors 
and buildings, protecting valuables, re- 
turning lost and found property, trans- 
porting sick and injured people and 
acting as a liaison with local police. 

The campus community can render an in- 
valuable service to Safety and Security 
and to themselves by: securing all rooms, 
offices, etc.; recording serial numbers 
and trade names of valuables, careful 
selection of persons invited to the 
campus; mutual concern for the safety and 
security of others; and reporting of 
any suspicious persons immediately to 
the Department.
